»e have never hMitatetl lo txpreu otir 
conviction thai the etui majority uf the 
iiihabiitvntt of Nrtt South Wtlci are op- 
noted, firmly and unalterably opposed, to 
llii renew*!, in any form, of Iranipurtt- 
titrn tolbrie ihoret. Tu (jrncial obiert a- 
liuii tee ctn bow add ipecilic evidence. 
The Public Meeting held in the Cily 
Theatre thr day bel'urr j cite nit y hat 
furaiahed Iriuinptitnl proof that we had 
nut mittinderiiuod (lie bent of public 
opinion. The dctijf I) -crowded ilntf of 
the theatre, intu wiiich iiumlirra were un- 
able to gain an entrance:— Ihe cogent ar- 
gument*, the noble tenl intent*, Ihe ge- 
nuine honest-hearted Kngliih leelingi, 
which eharaeleriaeil the whole of the 
ipeechea — and the unaiiimoua apirit in 
which the tpaTiken were teiponded to bj 
the thro ut; they addreued— mfrlced to in- 
tlicatc what it thought and felt, " out uf 
tioort," concttning the abominable ay item 
•o favourably looked upon within the 
wtlla of our Council Chamber. 

iVhtti we nay that the proceeding! of 
thii Meeting were marked by per/eel tnta- 
nimitf, we da nut mention tit mott 
di« i tig mulling feature, Uaaniiutlui it 
wax ; but il waa toinething more. From 
the beginning lo 111* end, LUttire* houra' 
hutinru was lignaliard by RAtpEaTagn. 
Thia waa too co napic uotii lu be for one mo- 
ment doubted or overlooked. It waa mant- 
les! that all pics -.-ut entered into the tjuei- 
liun with llirir vbolr heart: Eamntneu 
Ltetlhtd through the apeeche*. in ap- 
plauses, in the votes tif acclamation. A 
ilranger would have iten that the people 
had been bruughl together un no ordinary 
occasion ; (hat they were dealing with no 
dry abstract propuiition ; thai they were 
intent on aoine great object, in which they 
had not only a cuminon, but arilal intenat. 

And yel with til thia intemily of feel- 
ing, then was nothing like condition, 
nothing to which the mott cynical nb- 
nrver could aincenly apply Ihe epithet 
"clamour.' We never attended a more 
ordtrly meeting. The Huge, the pit, the 
buses, thr galleries, were not more dlslin. 
giiished by earnestness- than by decorum. 
There wax a lenat nf danger . bill there 
was alno a tic, terminal ion to use nunc but 
prudent means fur narding it off. There 
tvaa an acute tense uf injury— t>f injury 
from those to wlioin ihe people had cum- 
mitted ihe safe- keeping of their interests 
but there wax also a diatinct pcrcepliuti 
of the way in which alone icdrcu could 
be secured. There was, tuu, a deep tenie 
of ind.gnalKH, inspired by the bilter cer- 
tainly that the culuny liad been tacrificed, 
or was intended to be Bacrificed, to Ihe 
privalr ar."-fandi«metti of ctrLaitl of jtt 
chosen guardia.nl ; bul thia intjignatiun 
waa trmpered by a willingnesa lo "abide 
its tune," the Cuming uf ihat sure day uf 
reckuning when the anger uf mi inxuitei 1 
people tiitl be wreaked tijion the offenderx 
with withering succcsa. 

Nor can il be truly xaitl, that thia 
meeting was, in the invidious acute of the 
word, a "one -tided" meeting. The term a 
of tbn requisition were nut those of a 
fuiegone conclusion; on Ihe contrary, 
they were auch as left Ihe qnexlion open 
to discussion. " We reipectfully request," 
xay the tcqvilitioniltslo i in- M . von, " Ihat 
you w ill convene a public meeting fur the 
purpose of cvnaideriiiff the proposed re- 
newal uf iransfHirtatiun to these cubmies, 
and for tbe purpose of petitioning the Le- 
gislative Council cm the tubjeet." Here 
wax nothing for, nothing against the pro- 
position. Fur tug hi that appeared, the 
requisilioniiti might have been either in 
favour uf transportation, or opposed to it, 
ur perfectly neutral, waiting for further 
information. How happened il, then, 
that at the meeting <itt were opposed lo it f 
that nol one voice waa lifted up in its 
behalf i. Ihat not one of its supporters 
showed hia facp f The answer it obvious. 
The pro- convict parly in the Council of nrxf 
net faee their emutituenU ; the pro- con- 
vict party nat of the Council d&rtt not

Theywereanareofthemiaerableiniignili- 
cancyuf their own number ; and of the 
atill more miserable insignificancy of lite 
arguments upon which they had set up 
their miserable cause. That cause ia tbe 
cause of dark next— it wilt not bear the 
light. It 13 the cause of griping selfish- 
nets, which will not Hand Ihe teit of 
honest confronting. They have nothing 
to say for it, but that ii n ill put money 
into their utvn pockets, and ibis dexpic- 
ahle plea they dare not urge tave in the 
hrariiig uf their nwn order, ur u ti Lin the 
chartered prerinclsuf the Council Chamber.
